Hill as President Ford and key 
Democratic congressmen were

into a fast-developing 
battle over new oil import tar­ 
iffs the President plans to pro­ 
claim later in the day in his 
campaign for American energy 
independence. 
Ford, 
directly 
challenging 
Congress, 
declared Wednesday 
night he would sign the procla­ 
mation for higher tariffs on im­ 
ported oil beginning Feb 1 in a 
bid to curb American oil con­ 
sumption 
The tariff hike is a key part 
of the administration plan to 
curtail 
petroleum 
consumption 
by increasing prices. Opponents 
of the hike claim it will fuel in­ 
flation 
without 
cutting 
con­ 
sumption. 
Simon blamed the the rapid 
downward shde of the economy 
for the worsening federal reve­ 
nues picture. 
He said the federal govern­ 
ment

receive $6.7 billion 
less in the 1975 fiscal year from 
individual income taxes than it 
had earlier estimated, and $3.7 
billion less in corporate income 
taxes. 
“As a result, federal deficits 
are mounting rapidly and are 
causing the current squeeze on 
the debt ceiling,” Simon said.

Local officers of the Missouri 
State 
Highway

Southeast Missouri definitely has 
a drug problem, although they 
claim they haven’t heard as much 
about it recently as they did about 
six months ago. 
“They may be more careful,” 
Lt. W.E, Lemonds, head of the 
Troop E. satellite headquarters in 
Sikeston, 
noted. 
His 
officers 
reported 
51 
arrests 
for drug 
violations through 10 months of 
1974. 
Marijuana, which an estimated 
35 million Americans have tried, 
is the Bootheel’s biggest problem, 
according to law enforcement 
authorities 
report having made 
arrests 
for 
possession 
of 
sedatives, 
hallucinogens 
and 


stimulants, but say they never 
have run across any heroin. 
Sedatives 
are 
drugs 
which 
induce sleep. When taken in small 
doses, 
they 
may 
temporarily 
modify tension and anxiety in 
some people. When used without 
close supervision, the likelihood of 
taking increased amounts and 
becoming dependent are present. 
In street parlance, the sedatives 
are also called 
“goof balls” , 
"sleepers” and “downers.” The 
barbiturates 
constitute 
the 
largest group of sedatives. 
Hallucinogens 
(also 
called 
psychedelics) are drugs capable 
of eliciting changes of sensation, 
thinking, 
self-awarenss 
and 
emotion Alternation of time and 
space 
perception, 
illusions, 
hallucinations and delusions may 
be 
either 
minimal 
or 
over­ 
whelming, depending on the dose 
and the drug. 
The results are variable, and 
the 
same 
person 
experiences 
different reactions on different 
occasions. 


A 
large number of natural 
synthetic hallucinogens have been 
identified. 
LSD 
is 
the 
most 
potent and best studied of these. 
Mescaline, 
from 
the 
peyote 
cactus; 
psilocybin, 
from 
the 
Mexican 
mushroom; 
morning 
glory seeds; and DMT, STP, MDA 
and 
others 
have 
somewhat 
similar effects. 
Stimulantts are drugs which 
increase activity. Their limited 
medical uses have included the 
suppression 
of 
appetite, 
the 
reduction 
of 
fatigue or 
mild 
depression 
and, 
paradoxically, 
the 
treatment 
of 
hyperactive 
children. 
Many stimulants are known, 
including 
cocaine, 
caffeine, 
amphetamines 
and 
metham- 
phetimines.. The latter drugs are 
commonly 
called 
“speed” 
or 
“crystal.” Stimulants are also 
known as 
“uppers” , or “pep 
pills” . 
Amphetamines are the 
most widely abused stimulants. 
Heroin accounts for 90 per cent 
of the narcotics addiction problem 


in the United States and is com ­ 
mon in large cities. It no longer 
has a medical use in this country 
and all heroin in the U. S. has been 
smuggled in. 
Paregoric, 
containing 
mor­ 
phine; cough syrups, containing 
codeine or other narcotics; and 
methadone 
are 
also 
abused. 
Most of the drug problem in the 
Bootheel, according to a highway 
patrol spokesman, is confined to 
persons in their mid-teens to early 
20s. 
Again 
the 
officers 
turn 
to 
marijuana as the major problem 
and says its use has reached 
“epidemic 
proportions” . 
The 
schools are beginning to report a 
lot of 
“pot 
smoking," 
which 
normally is reported to the local 
juvenile 
officer, 
a 
patrol 
spokesman stated. 
Crops of marijuana have been 
located in the Charleston area and 
in 
Scott 
County, 
authorities 
report. 
“The locally grown “grass” is 
about a 10th as strong as that 


which is raised in Mexico," Sgt. 
A. E 
“Bud” Mills pointed out. 
“We 
have 
run 
across 
some 
marijuana 
in 
transport 
from 
California and once found an 
abandoned car with 400 pounds of 
unprocessed “bricks." 
The 
most 
commonly 
found 
amphetamine is a small white 
pill, which officers describe as the 
size of a birth control pill and is 
identified as a diet pill. 
The Southeast Missouri Crime 
Laboratory at Southeast Missouri 
State University at Cape Girar­ 
deau tests all confiscated drugs 
for strength and content and 
reports the findings to local of­ 
ficers . 
A special drug unit of thehigh- 
way patrol was organized in 1969 
and has been doing undercover 
work throughout the state.

PITFALLS 
IN SALT II 
The American Security Council (ASC) — a private, 
Washington based organization devoted to the study of 
national defense problems — has presented in its 
Washington Report newsletter one of the most definitive 
analyses of the Vladivostok SALT II Agreement that we 
have yet seen. Its conclusions are sober and disturbing. 
The analysis focused on three questions; 1. Did the 
SALT II Agreement open or foreclose the possibility of the 
Soviets’ developing a first-strike capability against the 
United States? 2. Did the SALT II Agreement attain the 
parity required by the Jackson Amendment to the SALT I 
Agreement? 3. Is the SALT II Agreement verifiable? 
On the first point, the Council recalled that the Secretary 
of Defense early last year dealt with the issue of a first- 
strike by pointing out that the four new Soviet ICBMs then 
being tested, if deployed and MIRVed, could give the 
Soviets as many as 7,000 one-to-two megaton warheads in 
their ICBM force alone. “They would then possess a major 
one-sided counterforce capability against the United 
States ICBM force. This is impermissible from our point of 
view,” according to the Defense Secretary. 
The ASC points out that under SALT II the Soviets will 
be free to deploy well over 8,000 such warheads if they 
desire. According to the ASC “The tremendous number 
and power of warheads which Soviet missiles could deliver 
on our ICBM sites, our bomber bases, and our submarines 
are so great that our ability to retaliate effectively after a 
surprise attack would be highly questionable. In sum­ 
mary, SALT II gives to the USSR the option of a first 
strike.” 
As to the question of parity, the ASC says that although 
SALT II does set a common level of 2,400 for the number of 
strategic delivery systems on each side and a common 
level of 1,320 as the number of missiles which can be 
MIRVed, there is no limit on an upper level of throw 
weight or on the total number of MIRVed warheads. This 
is where the heavier Russian missiles give them an ad­ 
vantage. At the time of SALT I the Soviet advantage was 
on the order of 4-5 to 1. The estimates for SALT II run 
roughly twice that high. 
“In summary,” says the ASC, “SALT II does not 
provide parity in strategic weapons, as required by the 
Jackson Amendment. It replaces the Soviet superiority in 
numbers of strategic weapons, as authorized in SALT I, 
with superiority in throw weight and numbers of MIRVed 
warheads. By either measure, the U.S. ends up in a 
secondary position.” 
Finally, regarding verification, the ASC analysis points 
out that although we have excellent reconnaissance 
satellite photography of the Soviet Union, there is really no 
way of telling what is on a missile once it has been placed 
in a silo and a cover put on top. Since there is no on-site 
inspection provided for in SALT II, we have really made 
an agreement based on trust. There is no way to know if 
the Soviets are complying with the terms of SALT II. 
Before Congress approves the President’s actions at 
Vladivostok, these are all points that require exhaustive, 
detailed discussion and debate. On the basis of what we 
know now, SALT II is not a good agreement and ought to 
be modified or rejected.

Present-day prices of food and 
everything else merely reflect the 
inevitable collision between a 
nation that has accepted living on 
the cuff as a way of life and the

There is no 
mystery about rising prices in 
today’s 
inflationary 
economy. 
What 
is 
amazing 
is 
that 
America’s 
production 
and 
distribution system, from farm 
and factory to consumer, con­ 
tinues to turn out abundance such 
as the world has never before 
seen. Unprecedented, inflation- 
breeding government spending 
and the growing size and op­ 
pressiveness of our centralized 
bureaucracy would long ago have 
sapped the vitality of a lesser 
nation.

LOWER TEMPERATURES 
CAN NET COLD CASH 
Americans who want to save 
energy or money or both this 
winer should start lowering their 
thermostats early. The odds are 
14 to 1 that this winter will be 
colder than that of 1973. 
The word comes from those who 
should know — the Commerce 
Department’s 
National Ocean 
and Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA), 
the 
old 
“W eather 
Bureau.” 
According 
to 
NOAA;’s 
Environmental 
Data 
Service, 
some fairly dram atic fuel savings 
can be made for each degree the 
thermostat is lowered, ranging 
from 2 per cent per degree in 
Anchorage, Alaska, to 9 percent 
per degree in Orlando, Fla. 
Interestingly enough, in term s 
of percentages the farther south 
you go the more you save. The 
actual quantities of fuel saved, of 
course, are much greater in cold 
areas because much more fuel is 
needed to heat buildings. 
The calculations are based on a 
statistic called the “degree day.” 
Heating engineers have found 
that when the outside daily mean 
tem perature (the high and low 
divided by two) is 65 degrees or 
higher, most homes and buildings 
need no heat to maintain com­ 
fortable indoor temperatures. 
For each degree the daily mean 
tem perature is below 65 degrees, 
you 
accumulate 
one 
heating 
degree day. Thus if the daily 


mean is 62, three degree days 
accumulate 
for 
the 
24-hour 
period 
For each degree day, 
more fuel is required to maintain 
a 
comfortable 
indoor 
tem­ 
perature. 
A day with a mean temperature 
of 35 degrees — 30 degree days — 
would require twice as much 
heating fuel as a day with a mean 
temperature of 50, or 15 degree 
days.

PERSPECTIVE 
The survival of the United 
States as a sovereign power, with 
adequate military capability and 
economic strength, requires that 
policies are followed to encourage 
maximum prudent development 
of domestic petroleum resources. 
In an appeal to President Nixon 
to resist pressures to permanently 
end oil import controls, Mr. Tom 
B. Medders, Jr., president of the 
4,000 
member 
Independent 
Petroleum 
Association 
of 
America, outlined some of he 
pitfalls 
of 
continued 
heavy 
reliance on foreign fuels. In ad­ 
dition to higher consumer costs 
and what he term ed the “obvious 
security 
dangers” 
of 
over­ 
dependence on foreign sources, 
Mr. Medders said that “ within a 
decade or less” continuance of 
present trends would run the 
nation into a $25 to $30 billion 
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annual trade deficit for imports of 
these fuels. 
He added that the nation’s fuel 
problems are not caused by lack 
of potential oil and natural gas 
resources in the U.S., but are due 
to governmental policies which 
have discouraged exploration and 
development. 
To correct 
this 
situation and expand domestic 
supplies, he urged “immediate” 
decontrol of wellhead gas prices 
for natural gas; raising crude oil 
prices to offset inflation and in­ 
creased costs absorbed by the 
industry in recent years; and 
establishing 
“as 
a 
long-term 
goal” the extent to which the 
nation 
can 
safely 
become 
dependent on imported oil and 
natural gas. 
The 
U.S. 
became a leader 
among 
nations 
by

developing its resources. With 
reasonable regard for the en­ 
vironment, it must continue to do 
so. 
With 
goelogical 
surveys 
estimating that 55 percent of the 
discoverable oil, and 66 percent of 
the natural gas in this country are 
waiting to be found, use of large 
amounts of foreign fuels should be 
viewed as a short-term, stopgap 
measure 
to

utilized until 
domestic 
supplies 
can

developed.

IT’S OUR HISTORY, 
NOT THE PRESIDENT’S 


Having had second thoughts, 
President Ford has revoked the 
agreement which would have 
given former President Nixon 
eventual possession of his ad­ 
ministration’s 
documents, 
in­ 
cluding those notorious White 
House tapes. 
The 
action 
still 
leaves 
unresolved, however, a question 
that 
goes 
back 
long 
before 
Watergate: Just who owns the 
materials 
generated 
by 
a 
president during his term of of­ 
fice? 
The question was raised as 
early as the time of George 
Washington, writes John Berry in 
an editorial in the Library Jounal. 
The first president’s papers were 
given over to “the less than 
meticulous custody” of Harvard 
historian Mason Weems, who 
treated the treasure as his own 
and took it upon himself to censor 
and 
bowdlerize 
Washington’s 
sometimes salty language. 
The 
setting 
up 
of 
special 
presidential libraries apparently 
began with Herbert Hoover and 
has increased in m agnitude since 
then. The documentation from 
John Kennedy’s truncated term, 
for example, is housed in a 
memorial at 
Harvard. 
LBJ’s 
opulent library sits on a com­ 
manding knoll overlooking the 
University of Texas. 
Richard 
Nixon’s admirers say they still 
intend to build one for him. 
The wide dispersion of these 
documents 
makes 
research 
difficult for scholars, says Berry, 
as well as giving rise to occasional 
charges of “favoritism ” by those 
in possession of them. 
In additin to paying for the tax 
subsidies and the upkeep and 
staffing of these edifices, the 
public is often asked to pay again 
when an “authorized” history is 
marketed to libraries. 
It is difficult to determ ine just 
when a man’s public career, his 
letters, his phone calls or his 
intimate conversations with his 
aides become public property, 
Berry 
acknowledges. 
No one 
would require public ownership of 
truly 
personal 
and 
private 
m aterials which normally remain 
in the hands of the official or his 
family. 
“ But when he’s doing our work, 
in high office to which we’ve 
elected him,” he asks, “ is there 
any reason why we, the public, 
should not own the documentation 
that remains?” 
We have a national library in 
the Library of Congress and a 
National Archives, he points out. 
Surely these are the appropriate, 
safe and responsible repositories 
for the records of our public of­ 
ficials. 
The public and its scholars 
should have access to this public 
information, Bery m aintains. And 
they ought not to have to travel to 
a 
dozen different corners of 
America to get it, face restric­ 
tions on its use or live in fear that 
it will be improperly cared for by 
private institutions. 
We need a national progarm to 
insure 
the 
collection 
and 
preservation of the record, and 
access to it, says Berry. 
After all, it’s our history, not the 
president’s.

LIVING COSTS 
IN PERSPECTIVE 
Hard-pressed consumers resent 
statistics that remind them of the 
comparatively small percentage 
of total consumer spending that 
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goes for food. But those statistics 
hold a story that no fair-minded 
person can ignore. 
Currently about 17.6 percent of 
consumer dollars in the U.S. are 
spent for food. This compares 
with 20 percent in Canada, 22 to 30 
percent in Western Europe, 40 to 
54 percent in Eastern Europe, 
including Russia, and up to 60 
percent “In emerging nations.” 
The 
expression 
“emerging 
nations” is a euphemism for 
nations that have yet to lift 
themselves above the age-old 
struggle 
to produce the bare 
necessities of life -- shelter, food 
and clothing. Money that in most 
other 
lands 
goes 
for 
basic 
necessities the American family 
spends on the accessories of a 
good life -- the boats, the cars, the 
television 
sets and household 
applicances by the millions that 
do menial chores for the family at 
the press of a button. 
Naturally, we resent any threat 
to this state of affairs. The fact 
that inflation has put a higher 
price tag on necessities means, at 
worst, the trimming of a few 
luxuries. We are so far above the 
level of the less fortunate nations 
that there is no question of getting 
enough to eat. The only concern is 
the price. And, measured by any 
reasonable standard, that price 
still rem ains amazingly low.

The success of the health in­ 
surance 
industry 
in 
im­ 
plementing government-financed 
programs 
efficiently, 
in 
broadening the availability and 
the coverage of private health 
care protection, and generally 
meeting public expectations is of 
extrem e importance. This will 
determine, to a large extent, the 
degree of public confidence in the 
ability of the U.S. medical system 
to make high-quality health care 
broadly 
available at a 
price 
people can pay. That is the crux of 
public support for voluntary, fee- 
for-service, 
private 
medicine 
which in the U.S., despite what its 
critics say, has produced higher 
quality care for more people than 
any other system in the world. 
The president of the nation's 
largest

million Americans, in discussing 
the health insurance industry’s 
response to consumerism has 
said, “The private health in­ 
surance industry. . . is perhaps 
subject to even more consumer 
scrutiny than other areas of 
private enterprise. This should 
not be unexpected. After all, 
health 
services 
are intensely 
personal. Consumers are con­ 
cerned with emotional needs as 
well as the more objective factors 
of cost and quality.” This industry 
spokesman’s 
organization 
is 
composed of 70 local health care 
financing plans throughout the 
U.S. Each one is governed by a 
Board of Directors, and these 
have traditionally been composed 
largely of physicians. To give 
consumers a positive voice in the 
development and management of 
health care financing services, 
the membership of these Boards 
is rapidly being expanded to in 
elude educated and competent 
consumer representation. As an 
example, the Board of Directors 
of the Colorado plan now includes 
a Denver housewife, a labor union 
official, 
a 
state 
government 
executive, two educators and 
three corporate executives out of 
a total membership of twenty- 
five. 
This kind of positive reaction to 
consumer needs, which in the 
case of medical services concerns 
each one of us, augurs Well for the 
longevity 
of 
the 
voluntary, 
pluralistic 
character 
of 
U.S. 
medicine. This is good news for all 
of us. The built-in incentives for 
excellence of professional stan­ 
dards and quality of service which 
are part of U.S. medicine could 
never be matched in a monolithic 
government-run, national health 
insurance system.

demonstrating

A tacit understanding has been 
reached that the President won’t 
try to em barrass the Democrats 
on the spending issue, and the 
Democrats w ill work with him to 
find a formula that will hold down 
spending 
yet 
stim ulate 
the 
economy. 


The hostility of the Nixon era 
has been replaced by a deter­ 
mination 
to disagree 
without 
rancor and to seek workable 
solutions. 
Footnote: 
The 
adviser who 
always has the last word with 
President Ford is his wife Betty. 
She read over the final draft of his 
latest TV address, for example, 
and disapproved of the word 
“stagflation.” It was an “ugly 
word,” she said, which only the 
economists understood. 
The 
next 
morning, 
the 
President asked his staff to delete 


all references to 
“stagflation” 
from the speech. “ Betty didn’t 
like it. he explained sheepishly. 
INFLUENCE FOR SALE: The 
lessons ol Watergate made little 
impression 
upon 
former 
Congressman 
Roger H. 
Zion, 
R.-Ind , who wasted no time after 
his defeat setting up business as a 
lobbyist. 
Before he left office. Zion sent 
out a solicitation letter on his 
congressional 
stationery

WATCH ON WASTE: 
While 
most Americans are struggling to 
make ends meet, the Air Force is 
pouring $2.6 million into a project 
that they already have deter­ 
mined is unnecessary. 
Here are the startling details: 
In 1973, the Air Force was 
granted the funds to build a new 
electronics research laboratory in 
Rome, N Y. But the Strategic Air 
Command put a hold on the 
project. The SAC commanders 
feared it might be too vulnerable

Later, they were persuaded to

The Air Force m aintains that 
the move will save $29.8 million 
over a five-year period. On the 
contrary, Rep. Don Mitchell, R - 
N Y . who representes the Rome 
area, contends the move will cost 
the taxpayers $70.2 million over 
five years. 
But one thing seem s certain: 
The Air Force will wind up with a 
$2.6 million installation it doesn't 
want.

DEED:

deed, dated July 30, 1970, showing 
that Jam es V. House of Summit 
County, Colo., had sold Richard

He took the dais seat amidst the 
giants of the $138 billion-a-year 
industry. As someone observed: 
“ All the counts and no accounts 
were there. ” 
The President brought down the 
house which had paid $50 a plate 
for a steak dinner to hear Meany, 
Hubert Humphrey, and to honor 
the 
building 
crafts’ 
powerful 
president Goergine. After Jerry 
Ford heaped peans of privileged 
praise on Meany and Georgine as 
“great labor leaders,” and told 
them the White House door was 
always open to them because he 
needed them and the country 
needed them, he gave “young” 
Georgine a rare copy “Cohen’s 
Complete Book of Gin Rummy.” 
The President opined that Bob 
has done for gin rummy what the 
Titanic did for ocean travel. 
“The next time you play George

Lyndon 
Johnson 
walked in. 
Lots of laughter. Then Meany 
followed with his trip-hammer 
clobbering of the President. 
The labor chief said it was nice 
to know that one could go to the 
White House through open doors 
and not get one’s name on a list. 
But President Ford’s program “ is 
disappointing.” Meany charged 
that Ford's concern was still over 
inflation 
“when

PITFALLS 
IN SALT II 
The American Security Council (ASC) — a private, 
Washington based organization devoted to the study of 
national defense problems — has presented in its 
Washington Report newsletter one of the most definitive 
analyses of the Vladivostok SALT II Agreement that we 
have yet seen. Its conclusions are sober and disturbing. 
The analysis focused on three questions; 1. Did the 
SALT II Agreement open or foreclose the possibility of the 
Soviets’ developing a first-strike capability against the 
United States? 2. Did the SALT II Agreement attain the 
parity required by the Jackson Amendment to the SALT I 
Agreement? 3. Is the SALT II Agreement verifiable? 
On the first point, the Council recalled that the Secretary 
of Defense early last year dealt with the issue of a first- 
strike by pointing out that the four new Soviet ICBMs then 
being tested, if deployed and MIRVed, could give the 
Soviets as many as 7,000 one-to-two megaton warheads in 
their ICBM force alone. “They would then possess a major 
one-sided counterforce capability against the United 
States ICBM force. This is impermissible from our point of 
view,” according to the Defense Secretary. 
The ASC points out that under SALT II the Soviets will 
be free to deploy well over 8,000 such warheads if they 
desire. According to the ASC “The tremendous number 
and power of warheads which Soviet missiles could deliver 
on our ICBM sites, our bomber bases, and our submarines 
are so great that our ability to retaliate effectively after a 
surprise attack would be highly questionable. In sum­ 
mary, SALT II gives to the USSR the option of a first 
strike.” 
As to the question of parity, the ASC says that although 
SALT II does set a common level of 2,400 for the number of 
strategic delivery systems on each side and a common 
level of 1,320 as the number of missiles which can be 
MIRVed, there is no limit on an upper level of throw 
weight or on the total number of MIRVed warheads. This 
is where the heavier Russian missiles give them an ad­ 
vantage. At the time of SALT I the Soviet advantage was 
on the order of 4-5 to 1. The estimates for SALT II run 
roughly twice that high. 
“In summary,” says the ASC, “SALT II does not 
provide parity in strategic weapons, as required by the 
Jackson Amendment. It replaces the Soviet superiority in 
numbers of strategic weapons, as authorized in SALT I, 
with superiority in throw weight and numbers of MIRVed 
warheads. By either measure, the U.S. ends up ui a 
secondary position.” 
Finally, regarding verification, the ASC analysis points 
out that although we have excellent reconnaissance 
satellite photography of the Soviet Union, there is really no 
way of telling what is on a missile once it has been placed 
in a silo and a cover put on top. Since there is no on-site 
inspection provided for in SALT II, we have really made 
an agreement based on trust.

DEAR DR. LAMB - More 
than a year ago I suffered a 
massive stroke and heart at­ 
tack. Today I am still paralyzed 
on my left side. My left arm and 
left leg refuse to function so I 
cannot walk and cannot bend 
my elbow. I take blood thinner 
pills for my heart and all 
manner of vitamins which are 
to heal my joints from the in­ 
side out. 
Can you suggest any other 
remedies to rid me of my 
paralysis? Would liniments and 
salves help to limber my joints? 
DEAR READER - It would 
certainly be wonderful if there 
were a way to solve the type of 
problem you have. When a 
stroke causes paralysis it 
means that the brain cells that 
controlled the movement have 
been damaged or destroyed. 
The leg moves when you want 
it to move because of a complex 
electrical circuit. The nerve to 
and from the muscles in your 
legs all plug into a central 
switchboard in the brain. When 
you literally burn out the con­ 
nections in the switchboard the 
circuit no longer works. Those 
connections in the switchboard 
are vital brain cells involved in 
the movements. 
B r a i n 
c e l l s 
c a n n o t 
regenerate. A cut nerve in the 
arm can grow with time but 
cells in the brain cannot be 
replaced. There is some en­ 
couraging work demonstrating 
the ability of other brain cells 
to take over the switchboard 
function. In other words, the 
cells that used to handle just 


the information from the arm 
may be able to also handle the 
information from the left leg. 
In these instances a return to 
function is possible. We can’t do 
this yet in humans. The nearest 
thing to that being done is 
reeducating people to • speak 
when they have lost their 
speech from a stroke. The brain 
literally develops a new speech 
center with time, patience and 
much practice. 
Your story illustrates why 
strokes must be prevented, if at 
all possible. The same disease 
that causes heart attacks also 
causes strokes. No one wants to 
be disabled, as you know. 
Various exercises, heat and 
physical therapy can do a lot to 
prevent further loss of function 
in some cases after a stroke. 
These methods can also help 
some in learning to use new 
muscles to improve body func­ 
tion. But these treatments can’t 
replace the damaged brain 
ceils. 
Salves and liniments may 
make your muscles feel better 
but don’t expect them to solve 
your basic problem . The 
vitamins may be helpful to 
maintain good nutrition for you, 
but they won’t do anything for 
the damaged brain cells that 
control your arm and leg either. 
Incidentally, in some strokes 
pe opl e h a v e t e m p o r a r y 
paralysis that clears as the in­ 
itial swelling of the damaged 
brain cells disappear and the 
function of the remaining live 
cells is returned. So, no one 
should despair about a stroke 
until after a period of time has 
lapsed to permit full recovery.

Can you suggest any other 
rem edies to rid m e of my 
paralysis? Would liniments and 
salves help to lim ber my joints? 
DEAR READER - It would 
certainly be wonderful if there 
were a way to solve the type of 
problem you have. When a 
stro k e c a u se s p a ra ly sis it 
m eans that the brain cells that 
controlled the m ovem ent have 
been dam aged or destroyed. 
The leg moves when you want 
it to m ove because of a complex 
electrical circuit. The nerve to 
and from the muscles in your 
legs all plug into a central 
switchboard in the brain. When 
you literally burn out the con­ 
nections in the switchboard the 
circuit no longer works. Those 
connections in the switchboard 
are vital brain cells involved in 
the m ovem ents. 
B r a i n 
c e l l s 
c a n n o t 
regenerate. A cut nerve in the 
arm can grow with tim e but 
cells in the brain cannot be 
replaced. There is some en­ 
couraging work dem onstrating 
the ability of other brain cells 
to take over the switchboard 
function. In other words, the 
cells that used to handle just 


literally develops a new speech 
center with tim e, patience and 
much practice. 
Your story illustrates why - 
strokes m ust be prevented, if at 
all possible. The sam e disease 
that causes heart attacks also 
causes strokes. No one w ants to 
be disabled, as you know. 
Various exercises, heat and 
physical therapy can do a lot to 
prevent further loss of function 
in som e cases after a stroke.

m aintain good nutrition for you. 
but they won’t do anything for 
the dam aged brain cells that 
control your arm and leg either. 
Incidentally, in som e strokes 
p e o p l e h a v e t e m p o r a r y 
paralysis that clears as the in­ 
itial swelling of the dam aged 
brain cells disappear and the 
function of the rem aining live 
cells is returned. So, no one 
should despair about a stroke 
until after a period of tim e has 
lapsed to perm it full recovery.

Bond issues statement on 
property tax assessments 


JE F F E R SO N CITY — Gov. 
Christopher S. Bond has released 
the following statement regarding 
property tax assessments: 
“ In recent days many citizens 
hd^e expressed alarm over the 
prospects of increased property 
taxes resulting from legislation 
adopted in 1973 by the General 
Assembly that requires property 
to be assessed at 33 and one-third 
per cent of value, beginning this 
year. 
I think it should be made clear 
that 
the 
establishment 
of 
assessments by local assessors 
does not establish the taxes to be 
paid by Missouri property tax­ 
payers. 
Taxes are determined by ap­ 
plying the assessed valuation to a 
tax rate and set by the officials 
representing 
local 
political 
subdivisions, 
such 
as, 
cities, 
counties, 
school 
districts, 
libraries, hospitals, ambulance 
and fire districts, etc. 
There are statutory limitations 
on the maximum rates that can be 
set, but lesser rates can be 


established by the appropriate 
governmental body. 
Missouri law (section 137.073 
R.S.Mo. 1969) requires property 
tax rates to be reduced when the 
assessment goes up more than 10 
per cent. 
To 
assure 
themselves 
that 
proposed programs and services 
are 
needed 
and 
affordable, 
citizens 
should 
discuss 
com­ 
munity concerns and revenues 
needs with their local elected 
officials during budget hearings 
and before the establishment of 
tax rates for 1975. 
Previously, 
assessors 
were 
directed by the State Tax Com­ 
mission to assess at 30 per cent of 
real 
value 
as 
a 
means 
of 
equalizing valuations throughout 
the state. 
In 1973, the Missouri Supreme 
Court ruled that the Missouri 
Constitution required assessors to 
use real value (100 per cent) for 
assessment purposes unless the 
General Assembly established a 
different rate. 
The General Assembly then set 
bv statute a rate of 33 and one- 


third per cent to be effective in 
1975. 
This 
figure 
reportedly 
was 
reached as a compromise w ith St. 
Louis area legislators, where the 
assessment 
was 
higher, 
and 
legislators from the rest of the 
state, where the assessment was 
lower. 


Several letters have suggested 
that I, as governor, investigate 
the 
possibility 
of 
issuing 
an 
exxecutive order to delay or stop 
the new law. I do not have the 
authority to stop or grant per­ 
mission to violate state law s. 
It is understandable that none of 
us look forward to tax increases 
during 
these 
times 
of 
high 
unemployment, 
inflation, 
recession and economic unrest. I 
must repeat, however, that taxes 
do not have to increase as a result 
of increased valuations. 


Also, it should be remembered 
that some property tax relief can 
be expected because of the repeal 
of the household property tax and 
intangible property 
tax,

effective this year.

In fact, Maynard is hardly un-American. Not one of the “hippie 
freaks” the locals recount in disgust, Maynard, 42, is married, 
has two children, owns a home, and earns steady income from a 
printing job. “I don’t have long hair, I don’t live different from 
anyone. But, you know, in this state patriotism is everything. If 
you’re even suspected of not toeing the line the police can be very 
unfriendly.” 
He’s right, the state is superpatriotic. Cops carry flag decals, 
flag pins and flag shoulder patches. One fellow in the state 
legislature has in years past introduced a bill requiring every 
able-bodied man to carry a rifle and 500 rounds of ammunition 
(Communists are coming). 
As for the license plate motto, it was adopted to answer the 
national protests of the Vietnam war. Proponents said it 
reflected state thinking and should be an influence to people 
across the nation. 
Not everybody here, however, feels that bluster is synonymous 
with love of country and so the license plate thing has had 
numerous detractors. Most critics think it’s “inappropriate,” 
others believe it offers an extremist viewpoint, a few have refus­ 
ed to suffer it at all. Enter George Maynard. What it all boils 
down to, he says, is that “the motto is not only offensive, it’s 
hypocritical. I’m certainly not living very free if I can’t practice 
my religious beliefs.” 
His point seem s valid. And though his battle is small beans in 
the present affairs of men, there are large questions involved. No 
doubt Maynard went too far in punching out a part of the motto, 
the masking tape would have sufficed.

Early on, officials should have 
divined the idiocy of this kind of persecution and granted the 
perpetrator his simple desires. What’s the harm? The man lbft 
the plate identification intact and did not alter its useful purpose. 
Yet, George Maynard now has a criminal record and is thought of 
as a town kook. 

So are his 
wife and children. “I’m worried that my wife will have to quit 
her job, because she needs a car.

“When I left the court I saw this officer confiscating my plates. 
He didn’t ask permission, he didn’t tell me why, he just did it. I 
asked him how I’d get home and he said it was my problem. He 
acted like I was some kind of louse.” 
Twenty miles from his living room, Maynard thus decided 
to make cardboard plates for the drive home. He didn’t get far. 
“The local police radioed ahead for the State Patrol. They 
stopped me, tore off my cardboard plates and gave me another 
summons. That officer, too. was unpleasant; I was made to feel 
almost un-American, if you know what I mean.” 
In fact, Maynard is hardly un-American. Not one of the “hippie 
freaks” the locals recount in disgust, Maynard, 42, is married, 
has two children, owns a home, and earns steady income from a 
printing job. “I don’t have long hair, I don’t live different from 
anyone. But, you know, in this state patriotism is everything. If 
you ’re even suspected of not toeing the line the police can be very 
unfriendly.” 
He’s right, the state is superpatriotic. Cops carry flag decals, 
flag pins and flag shoulder patches. One fellow in the state 
legislature has in years past introduced a bill requiring every 
able-bodied man to carry a rifle and 500 rounds of ammunition 
(Communists are coming). 
As for the license plate motto, it was adopted to answer the 
national protests of the Vietnam war. Proponents said it 
reflected state thinking and should be an influence to people 
across the nation. 
Not everybody here, however, feels that bluster is synonymous 
with love of country and so the license plate thing has had 
numerous detractors. Most critics think it’s “inappropriate,” 
others believe it offers an extremist viewpoint, a few have refus­ 
ed to suffer it at all. Enter George Maynard. What it all boils 
down to, he says, is that “the motto is not only offensive, it’s 
hypocritical. I’m certainly not living very free if I can’t practice 
my religious beliefs.” 
His point seems valid And though his battle is small beans in 
the present affairs of men, there are large questions involved. No 
doubt Maynard went too far in punching out a part of the motto, 
the masking tape would have sufficed. But given his religious ob­ 
jection, does he not have the right to protect his values? Even 
without the religious aspects of the equation, one wonders at the 
wisdom of a state forcing any citizen to advertise an unwanted 
slogan. 
Maine’s 
“Vacationland” is harmless enough, even New 
Jersey’s “Garden State” slogan is, if phony, at least unoffensive 
— but “ Live Free Or Die? ’ That’s as foreign to some as if 
California would adopt “If It Feels Good, Do It.” 
More disturbing than this, though, in the Maynard case, is the 
inflexibility of the system which has made his life worrisome. 
The law is the law is the law. Early on, officials should have 
divined the idiocy of this kind of persecution and granted the 
perpetrator his simple desires. What’s the harm? The man left 
the plate identification intact and did not alter its useful purpose. 
Yet, George Maynard now has a criminal record and is thought of 
as a town kook 
Today, Maynard, following principle, is walking So are his 
wife and children “I’m worried that my wife will have to quit 
her job, because she needs a car. She sells for a jewelry com­ 
pany 
He has applied to the state for permission to buy commer­ 
cial plates which do not carry the slogan but his chances are slim. 
He has also pointed out to officials that plates on state-owned 
vehicles are devoid of the motto. How come? Yet the objection 
has been overruled with silence. 
And so his future is uncertain. He says he may have to move 
away somewhere. Because he can’t “Live Free” in the state that 
advertises it.
